More women take safety into their own hands

Fora long lime. Maury Mnngan hated 
even the sight of guns. The men in her life 
hod them, but slie firmly believed that 
firearms were one of .society’s problems, 
not a solution. . 

After she waa_nj:cp^sted_thn^c times^by 
threatening men, her resolve began to 
crumble. Then, when a New Jersey woman 
-was killed in a carjacking-nt u suburban 
mall, tlic last threads of opposition snapped.
